Tomorrow will be observed by ou 


friends of tbe Catholic, Lutheran and 
Episcopal churcbea u "All Saints 
Day." At an early date after tbe deatb 
of the apostle*, probably In tbe third 
century, the custom crept Into tbe 
Chnrch of Invoking tbe blessing of tbe 
saints. Some held In remembrance a 
patron saint, whose Influence and 
memory were of a merely local char 
acter, and a certain day In tbe year 
waa set apart as a memorial and for 
Invoking his Influence In tbe heavenly 
courti. 
When subsequently papacy 


waa organized, gradually the majority 
of the- Christian congregations acceded 
to papacy'! claims th»t its bishop la 
the special vicar of Christ reigning In 
kit ttcod and exercising hta authority. 
Many submitted themselves to this 
role and thus were absorbed Into tbat 
great system which still holds sway 
IE the world. It was papacy tbat es- 
tablished "All Saints' Day" as a holy 
dny for the Invocation of all saints not 
otherwise particularly provided for by 
separate days of Invocation. 


Although saints admittedly are rare 
few 
in comparison 
to 
professed 


Christians—nevertheless It seems there 
were enough so considered In tbe time 
of Gregory IV. to appropriate nearly 
all tbe days of the year, in other 
words, there were about 305 recognized 
In Gregory's time—after Christianity 
had been In operation for 800 years 
Hence tomorrow will be tbe day for 
invoking tbe blessing of all the saints 
of tbe past one thousand years. But 
just bow many or bow few tbey are, 
according to the records of tbe cele- 
brating churches, we do -not surely 
know. If the records of the Brst fight 
centuries were correct. In toe same 
proportion we should not expect that 
the total number of saints recognised 
would be abate one thousand 
Uue 


Bad thought connected n-ltb tbe cele- 
bration tomorrow must present itself 
o all thinking minds amongst the cele- 
brants, tbat Is, tbat only tbe saintly 
do Ihej acknowledge as of holy char- 
acter, nt for heaven, because tbe tin 
saintly, the unbol). would certainly be 
unfit 
'] he teaching of papacy is thtit 


since onl} tbe saintly cau be ushered 
iuto heaven at the time of their death 
all the unsalntly, the undeveloped, 
tbey hold, must first experience awful 
tortures In Purgatory—to purifj them, 
to make tin m ready for heaven 


Protest.mts on the contrary have dis- 


carded Purgatory, claiming that It Is 
an nnscrlptnral doctrine 
Tbey do not. 


however, claim that any but the saint 
ly are prepared for heaven at deatb. 
nor that^cd has promised-heaven to 
tbe untaught or undeveloped In Chris- 
tian character Hence in some respects 
the Protestant theory Is still more 
grievous, more terrible, more awful, 
for Ihe bereaved than the Catholic' 
View. In thnt It offers no hope for all 
eternity to any unsalntly. Prayers to 
the saints, we believe to be unscrlp 
tural and unreasonable. Nowhere In 
tbe Bible are we authorized to pray to 
tbe dead—either saints or sinners. On 
the contrary the Scriptures set forth 
our Heavenly Father as tbe supreme 
object of worship, though they do In- 
timate the propriety of praying to our 
Lord .lesus also As we read. "All men 
•bould honor tbe Son ewn as tbey hon- 
or the rather" (John v. 23) But pray- 
ers to tbe dead are unreasonable, ac- 
cording to the Bible, which teaches 
(tint "the dead Unow not anything" 
(Ectleslasles li. 5), that "their sons 
come to honor and they know It not—to 
dishonor nnd tbe> perceive it not of 
them" (Job xiv. 21); and tbat "there is 
bo work, nor device, nor knowledge, 
nor wisdom, In the grave, wbltber 
Ihou goest" (Eccles1a8t.es Ix, 101 


Tbe Scriptures do recognize tbe dif- 


ference between the saints, the Lord's 
bolv ones, and the remainder of man 
Mud 'And It is assuredly true Ibat tbe 
great masses of humanity are totally 
linflt for the glories and perfections of 
tbe heavenly state It to true that the 
Church Is called upon to develop the 
fruits and graces of the holy Spirit 
Ind Is assured, as St. Peter declares. 
If ye do these things, ye sball never 
fall; for so an entrance shall be min- 
istered unto you abundantly Into the 
Everlasting Kingdom of our Loid and 
feavlor Jesus Christ" (II Peter i.

the sanctified of this Gospel Age are 
one—of one spirit and figuratively o: 
one Body. A* for Instance, the House 
of Lords is one body under a cbalr 
man. nnd the House of Common* is 
another body. The United State* Sen 
ate is another; and tbe House ot Hep 
resentatives Is another. So the Cburcb 
la tbe Body of Christ over which he Is 
tbe Head, tbe Presiding Officer and 
Member. But the .point specially to be 
noticed Is that all who will belong 
ultimately to this Cburcb class wulch 
tbe Lord is now culling and drawing 
from amongst men will (every one ol 
them) be saints, every one of them be 
sanctified. 


The word "sanctified" signifies to be

Hew to Bicom* Sanctifitd. ' 


Seeing that lUe sanctified are com- 


paratively few. and that evidently few 
cau properly direct the way toward a 
condition wblch they have uot ihem- 
selvea nttalued. It behootei us to lo, k 
carefully to tbe Instructions git en is 
by our Lord Jesus ditextij and ttiioii* b 
hla apostles. St. Paul, who wrote, "'1 hi* 
I* the will of God, even your stnictiU'» 
tlon," nlso wrote, "We are bound lo 
give thanks alway to God for jou, 
brethren, beloved of tbe Lord, because 
God hath from tbe beginning (bosen 
jou to salvation through sanctllicntloii 
of the spirit and belief of tin- Truth; 
whereunto he called you by our Gos- 
pel, to the obtaining of the glory ot our 
Lord Jesus Christ" (H Thessaloniaus 
II, 13. 111. Note from these words thnt 
tbe cull of the Church is tbe special 
feature of this present Gospel Age and 
it* message. Note also that our call 
1* not to sectarianism, but to a heart 
relationship with tbe Lord through a 
belief of the Truth and a proportion- 
ate getting rid of error. And this en- 
lightenment through the Truth pro- 
gresses in proportion to our sanctlUca- 
tlon of spirit—of thought, of word, of 
deed. 


Note again the same Apostle's expla- 


He Bays that he 
addresses them that are sanctified In 
Christ Jesus (wbo were) called to be 
saints, nnd he explains Ibat while they 
bad been sinners, "children of wrath, 
evep as others," they had been cleans- 
ed by faltb through acceptance of tbe 
finished work of Christ on our behalf 
"Ye are washed, ye arc sanctified, ye 
are justified In the name of the Lord 
Jesus, and by tbe Spirit of our God" (1 
Corinthians vl, 11) The same St. Paul, 
addressing the Ephesian brethren, says. 
"I commend you to God, and to Ihe 
Word of his grace which Is able to 
build you up. and to glte you an In- 
heritance among all them (hat arc 
sanctified" (Ac!s xx, 32t 
Note here 


that It Is only Ihe sanctified of the 
present age that are to get tbe Inherit- 
ance that Is now offered-the heavenly 
inheritance wltb otn Lord .lesus a 
share wltb him In his heatenly King- 
dom. 
Note,also how Ibe Apostle bere 


again l.i.vs emphasis upon the Scrip 
lures as containing tbe power which 
not only leads us to consecration and 
setting apart to (he lord's service, but 
which will strengthen us in thought 
and word and deed (o do his good 
pleasure, to maintain our sanctlfhd 
relationship with him tbrougb our

Apostles words are, "Elect according 
to tbe foreknowledge of God the Fa- 
ther, tbrougb saiK'tlUcatlou ot tbe Spir- 
it, unto obedience and sprinkling <if 
the blood of Jesus Christ" (1 Peler i, 
2). Here we have tbe matter succIn t- 
ly stated—faith In tbe blood of Jesus 
Is essential us the first step in tbe way 
to God 
"No man Cometh unto (lie I' i 


tber but by me " said our Lord, 'i ben 
our way must be through sanctittcation 
of the Spirit, of the will, the selling 
apart of our hearts from eartblj am- 
bitions and pleasures to heavenly ones 
—deaduess lo tbe world and a lit eness 
toward God This work of grace must 
progress dtij by day.. 


Our sanclilication Is uot merely for 


tbe beginning of our Christian experi- 
ence, but to be the very essence of our 
Ives thereafter. The trials aud test- 
n«s of life from tbe world, the flesh 
and tbe devil will serve to demonstrate 
he thoroughness of our sanctltlcatlon 
God, however, is not seeking to prove 
whether or not we are perfect lo the 
flesh, for be knows and Informs us tbat 
we are Imperfect. He does however, 
desire to prove tbat our consecration, 
our sanctlQcatlon, our setting apart of 
ourselves to be faithful to the Lord at 
any and every cost is not merely a 
passing •whim or fancy, but by con- 
inual Instructions of bi* Word by tbe 
nsplrations of hi* Promises. By the 
estlngs of his disciplines he would 
fix Indelibly, unalterably, this decision 
of ours to be entirely his In thought, 
in word, In deed—even unto death. 


"Copiu of His Son." 


St. Paul, consistently wltb bis state- 


ments already quoted, wrote to Ibe 
Christians at Rome respecting God's 
foreknowledge and predestination of 
tbe Elect Church, saying, "Whom he 
did foreknow, be also did predestinate 
to be conformed to tbe Image of bis 
Son, that he might be tbe firstborn 
among many brethren" (Bomans Till, 
29). 
Our Heavenly Father decreed 


that no one might be a member of this 
elect Church except sanctified ones. 
And these must be tested before final 
approval. Their Lord, their Redeemer, 
having been a saint fully consecrated
